■ ran has officially demanded that Germany extradite the 
fugitive former Iranian president Abolhassan Banisadr, 
who fled the country along with the criminal terrorist Ma- 
soud Rajavi through hijacking an Iranian airplane in 1981. 

It is very unfortunate that a hijacker like Banisadr has been 
summoned to testily on a murder case. The summoning of 
Banisadr has virtually dealt a heavy blow to the credibility 
of the whole Judicial system in Germany. 

There is a paradox in international fight against terrorism. 
On the one hand, such notorious terrorists as Banisadr and 
Rajavi (the ringleader of the terrorist Mojahedeen Khalq 
Organization), are roaming freely in the streets of Washing¬ 
ton, Bonn, London and Paris. On the other, sanctions are 
imposed on Libya, Sudan, Cuba and Iran due to baseless 
charges alleging those countries support terrorism. 

Not only will such double-standard approaches not fight 
international terrorism, but they will help the terrorists, who 
have found a haven in Western capitals, to continue and get 
away with their criminal acts against sovereign states that 
do not dance to Washington's tune. 

Iran should also demand the extradition of other terrorists 
whose hands are stained with the blood of innocent Iranians 
but are presently enjoying all facilities and maximum secu¬ 
rity arrangements provided to them by the governments in 
some Western countries. 

If the West is really sincere in its fight against terrorism, 
in the first instance, it should extradite those terrorists to 
Iran so that they will be tried and punished according to their 
deserts. Such a move will definitely discourage further ter¬ 
rorist acts in the future. 

Secondly, the West, in particular the U.S., should reassess 
their attitude towards terrorism, bearing in mind that lop¬ 
sided approaches to the issue will only undermine interna¬ 
tional peace and security.

T EHRAN—The influence of some outsiders over the German 
court investigating the murder of Kurdish leaders in Ger¬ 
many and the adverse propaganda campaign launched against the 
Islamic Republic of Iran by Zionist media in that country, which 
are acting in line with the U.S. policies, make it necessary to expose 
and foil the plots aimed at tarnishing Iran's international image so

^ Director for International Af- 
feirs Department of the Oil Minis¬ 
try Hojatollah Ghanimi-fkrd, in an 
interview with IRNA added that 
contrary to Washington’s notion, 
the U.S. trade sanctions against 
Iran banning American companies 
from purchasing Iran’s crude and 
oil products has not affected the 
market much. 

Within less than three months 
during the past year-through adop¬ 
tion and revision of certain policies 
on crude exports, the Islamic Re¬ 
public of Iran in practice nullified 
The sanctions. Furthermore, the oil 
market came to realize that by im¬ 
posing sanctions the IIS. only de¬ 
prived its own ofl companies from 
one of the major oil sources. 

According to the oil ministry of¬ 
ficial, since last year, oil consum¬ 
ers have adopted the policy of 
supplying their needed crude from 
regional sources, a measure which 


to long-term contracts, minimize 
any immediate change in the oil 
market. 

With regards to Iran’s quota in 
the Organization of Petroleum Ex¬ 
porting Countries (OPEC), the 
country’s crude oil production ca¬ 
pacity was by far higher than its real 
capacity during the early years of 
the implementation of the First De¬ 
velopment Plan. 

Iran’s crude oil production last 
year, (ended March 19) was about 
four million barrels a day, it is to 
increase to 4.2 million barrels per 
day, Ghanimi-FanJ said. 

To facilitate access of customers 
to Iranian oil, according to a deci¬ 
sion made by the administration 
during the imposed war, part of the 
exported oil was stockpiled in oO 
reservoirs outside the country to 
bypass problems in exports through 
waterways. 

Since the policy proved to be a 
success, it was continued after the 


cessation of war, the oil ministry 
official said. 

Due to investment priorities in¬ 
side the country, frill opportunities 
do not exist for entering the down¬ 
stream markets (refineries) abroad 
so that advance sale of portion of 
export crdue oil would be ensured. 

For this reason, he added, pre¬ 
cise planning was essential to ap¬ 
proach consumer markets and, 
therefore, Iran used reservoirs in 
northern Europe and Mediterra¬ 
nean markets to store Iran's crude 
oil, said Ghanimi-Fard. 

He expressed hope that this pol¬ 
icy will be extened to other markets 
where the Islamic Republic is pre¬ 
sent

Azerbaijan Plans to increase 
Export of Oil Products 


Tehran Tones Service 
TEHRAN - At the instruction of 
President Heydar Aliyev, Azer¬ 
baijan's Economics Ministry has 
already started preparing the fuel 
and energy balance for the year 
1997, said the ministry in Baku 
yesterday. 


One of the main purposes of 
the document is to propose addi¬ 
tional volumes of oil products for 
export purposes. Export of oil 
products Is expected to reach two 
million tons, an JRNA-Turan dis¬ 
patch reported. 

The ministry report adds that 
exports this year is planned to be 


approximately 65 percent of the 
total volume of production of oil 
products, the figure was 20 per¬ 
cent previous years. 

The likelihood of the increase 
in exports next year compared to 
the present year is high without 
damaging foe home market. Ac¬ 
cording to experts the home use 
of oil products is irrational. 

The main article of the Azeri 
oil products exports in 1995. 
which totalled about 1.4 million 
tons, was the diesel fuel worth 
$183 million, lubricating oils 
worth $35.1 million, kerosene 
worth $19.3 million and different 
kinds of Mack oil worth $3.8 mil¬ 
lion. 


meeting. 

She said the policy package 
would not only involve infrastruc¬ 
ture approach and support but 
also other facilities which should 
be appropriately available in the 
eastern corridor zone. 

"Due consideration should be 
given to matters like these not 
only by foe federal government 
but also by government agencies 
to ensure that the eastern corridor 
can be a dynamic industrial corri¬ 
dor which can cater for major in¬ 
dustries," she said. 

The special committee which 
will be coordinated by MIT1 and 
managed by EPU will ensure that 
all approaches submitted would 
henefit and cater for the needs of 
local and foreign investors, she 
added. 

Rafidah said with the availabil¬ 
ity of the policy package, eco¬ 
nomic growth between the eastern 
and western corridor would be 
balanced, adding that the policy 
package involved not only states 
in the east coast of peninsular 
Malaysia but also Sabah and 
Sarawak which had aslo requested 
for the same basic facilities. 

Meanwhile, Pahang Menteri 
Be&ar Tan Sri Khalil Yaakob said 
focus would be on the east coast 
highway infrastructure as in terms 
of investment, this area was al- 
reay "filled with projects but

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Endeavors To Make a Balance in Tire Industry Needs and Demands 


o doubt, transportation in¬ 
dustry is one of die infra¬ 
structure industries of the 
country that its lack will bring 
about irreparable damage to 
other industries in materializing 
construction projects. 

Tires and tubes are two basic 
requirements of the transporta¬ 
tion industry. In spite of eye¬ 
catching development in tire 
production-in Iran, our country 
still feces tire shortage. That 
may well justify the reason for 
the establishment of Artawheel 
Tire in Ardebil Province. De¬ 
velopment and growth of an in¬ 
dustry whose value added is 
60%, may be a good piece of 
news; and still better, the in¬ 
auguration of Artawheel Tire 
Complex with an annual pro¬ 
duction capacity of25,500 tons 
will meet the tire requirements 
of the country thus save up con¬ 
siderable hard currency. 

What fellows is an interview 
with the deputy managing di¬ 
rector of Artawheel Tire Com¬ 
plex, Mohammad Roza Ganji, 
who elaborated on the histoiy 
of establishment and achieve¬ 
ments of fee complex as well as 
national tire industry. 

Q: Mr. Ganji, we were re¬ 
cently informed that 
Artawheel, one of the largest 
tire mamifecturing companies 
in Iran, will become opera¬ 
tional in near future. Wjft you 
please elaborate on. the history 
of this giant factory? 

A: Hies and tubes are two 
important products in the coun¬ 
try’s transportation system. 
You may well be aware of the 
fact that in our country, a regu¬ 
lar and efficient system of 
transportation is one of the 
prime necessities for produc¬ 
tion and distribution sectors as 
well as a decisive factor for the 
economic development. In feet, 
any deficiency in transporta¬ 
tion system of the country will 
result in irresolvable problems 
and obstacles in production, 
distribution and construction 
sectors. 

On the other hand, it goes 
without saying that any trans¬ 
portation means — from bicy¬ 
cles to planes — need tires. 

Forthose reasons I cited ear¬ 
lier, tire industiy is one of the 
pivotal industries of fee coun¬ 
try. Unfortunately, due to pre- 
Revolution neglect and 
problems and shortcomings of 
post-Revolution era, the indus¬ 
try’s growth has not been in 
conformity with the tire re¬ 
quirements of national market 
and outstanding increase of 
light and heavy vehicles. There 
has been an ever-increasing 
need to tire production in. fee 
country, because tire import re¬ 
quired large sums of foreign 
currency. 

It is no good for a country' to 


rely on foreign resources for its 
transportation network. 

Due to the reasons just men¬ 
tioned, the thought of estab¬ 
lishing Artawheel Tire Factory 
was originated in mind. Pre¬ 
liminary steps were taken in 
1984. 

Today, we are over-thrilled 
to see dreams have come true. 
Not long alter, Artawheel Tire 
various products will be of¬ 
fered to Iranian markets to re¬ 
move tire shortages in the 
country. 

Q: What was the reason for 
establishing this giant factory 
in Ardebil Province? 

A: Fortunately in this choice 
we enjoyed supports from Min¬ 
istry of Industries. The prov¬ 
ince enjoys unlimited potential 
resources for any development 
specially for industry sector. 
During fee past years only ag¬ 
ricultural potentialities of fee 
province have been taken into 
consideration. There had been 
no support for fee industry in 
the province. Today long-time 
policies of fee Islamic Republic 
government and Ministry of In¬ 
dustries are aimed at creating 
grounds for fee development of 
all provinces, specially de¬ 
prived areas, by justly distrib¬ 
uting fee national resources. 
That was one of fee reasons 
why Ardebil Province was cho¬ 
sen for fee establishment of the 
factory. 

Furthermore, people of 
Ardebil Province are renowned 
fortheir bard working. Relying 
on this characteristic, not only 
Artawheel, but also any other 
industry can guarantee their 
success in the province. • 

We are sure the estab- 
li; l.mcr.i of this factory will be 
a hopeful and positive step for 
the industrialization of the 
province, creation of employ¬ 
ment opportunities and eradi¬ 
cation of poverty from fee 
province. 

Q: How much is fee initial 
capital of the factory; and what 
technical specifications, ma¬ 
chinery and equipment have 
you employed in this factory? 

A: Basic capital of fee fac¬ 
tory is 80 billion rials which 
will be increased when needed. 
The factory is located on Kilo¬ 
meter 6 of Sardabeh Road in 
Ardebil on land area of 100 
hectare. The built area for the 
production hall and other facili¬ 
ties is almost 10 hectares. All 
fee machinery have been pur¬ 
chased, following fee feasibil¬ 
ity studies and thorough 
inspections. On the whole we 
can say feat Artawheel com¬ 
mences its task based on state- 
of-the-art technology and 
technical know-how. 

Q: How and where was the 
technical knowledge acquired? 
Have foreign investors shared 


the project? 

A: There has been no for- 
eign investment in this project, 
but we have tried to attract the 
best technical knowledge from 
any where according to the 
benefit of fee country. We have 
received technical knowledge 
for manufacturing Bias and Ra¬ 
dial thread tires from Dena Co. 
whose technology is imported 
from Bridgestone, Japan, and 
Radial sedan wire belt .tires 
from Russia (TRI). 

Q: What do you mean by 
Bias and wire belt? 

A: In short, those tires wife 
slant-angled threads and with¬ 
out belt are called Bias tires and 
Radial tires contain steel fibers 
in their belt. 

Q: Somewhere you said that 
fee technical knowledge has 
been adopted from domestic 
and foreign resources. Did for¬ 
eign experts have any role in 
designing and installing fee 
factory? 

A: No. All designing and in¬ 
stallation of fee machinery has 
been carried out by Iranian ex¬ 
perts and technicians. 

Q: So, can you place Iran’s 
stance in tire production techni¬ 
cal knowledge? 

A: 1 can say we are at an 
international level. Concerning 
Bias and thread belt Radial tire 
production, Iran enjoys state- 
of-the-art technology — spe¬ 
cially in Dena Co. who has 
transferred its Japanese 
Bridgestone technology to 
Artawheel Tire. Generally 
speaking, in tire industiy Iran 
holds a good stand among re¬ 
gional states. 

Regarding wire belt Radial 
Tires, our country so far has no 
access to modem technology 
but plans are made to acquire 
the technical knowledge offers 
field of tire production from re¬ 
liable foreign resources. 

Q: Mr. Ganji, what products 
and in what sizes will 
Artawheel Tire supply for fee 
Iranian market? 

A: The factory will offer 
many types of tires, tubes, flop, 
... to the national market 

Q: You referred to tube and 
flop,... What is the annual out¬ 
put rate of these products? 

A: In brief we have the fol¬ 
lowing products: 2,862 tons of 
flaps per year, 628 tons of tubes 
and 50 tons of bladders per 
year. 

Q: Do you have any plans to 
produce different sizes of tires? 

A: Yes all sites related to 
wire belt Radials will be pro¬ 
duced for fee first time in the 
country. 

Q: Ecological diversity and 
intense temperature changes in 
different parts of fee country 
mark Iran’s geographical fea¬ 
tures. Have you considered this 
fact in your products? 

A: Yes. The compounds 


used in Artawheel Tire prod¬ 
ucts can cope well with the geo- 
graphical features of the 
country*. 

Q: What raw materials do 
you use in your products? 

A: The raw materials used in 
our products are various. I’ll 
refer to some: various types of 
polymers including natural and 
synthesized rubber, various 
types of fillers, activators, lu¬ 
bricants, accelerators, brim¬ 
stone, tire thread and curb wire. 

Q: Which materials do you 
procure from national domestic 
markets? 

A: Various types of soot, 
one type of sulfur, zinc oxide 
and synthesized rubber are pro¬ 
vided from domestic resources. 

Q: Thus we import some 
from international markets. 
How much hard currency is re¬ 
quired for tire production? 

A: Almost two dollars per 
kilo. 

Q: What priorities does 
Artawheel Tire hold in this in¬ 
dustry? 

A: Concerning technical re¬ 
searches and studies made for 
fee establishment of Artawheel 
Tire, we are sure our products 
deserve high quality. Among 
the positive factors to support 
this claim. I’d like to refer to 
modern machinery of 
Artawheel, taken from 
Bridgestone through Dena 
Company, enjoying expert 
manpower, production of new 
types of wire belt Radial tires 
for the first time in the country, 
and last but not fee least, the 
importance given to new ways 
of management and quality 
control in Artawheel. 

Q: How diu you screen your 

expert personnel? What iir iver- 
sity degrees do they hold? 

A: We have two groups of 
experts and specialists. First 
engineers in the fields of chem¬ 
istry. polymer, energy, me¬ 
chanics, electronics, 
installations and physics. After 
being screened, they are sent to 
Dena Company to attend train¬ 
ing courses. 

The second group consists 
Artawheel technicians who 
hold diploma. They also have 
passed training courses in Dena 
Company. 

Q: Do you foresee exporting 
Artawheel products to interna¬ 
tional markets? 

A: Our domestic market is in 
dire need of our products. But 
regarding the high quality of 
the products specially. Radial 
tires, we have made plans to 
export a part of our products. 

Q: What measures have you 
pursued in designing factory to 
prevent air and environment 
pollution? 

A: It is worth noting feat all 
the machinery in Artawheel are 
automatic, specially Bon Bori 
modem equipment which is 


one of the state-of-the-art ma¬ 
chinery- in tire production. So 
fee production process is to¬ 
tally automatic. Furthermore, 
for fee prevention of air and 
environment pollution, the fac¬ 
tory' is designed in a way feat to 
be exposed to the winds to 
minimize possible air pollu¬ 
tions. 

Q: What is fee reason for fee 
ever-increasing tire require¬ 
ments in Iran? 

A: The first and most impor¬ 
tant reason goes back to an out¬ 
standing growth in the number 
of vehicles; and tire industry 
did not grow in tandem with fee 
vehicle soaring. There 1 had 
been no balance between needs 
and demands. 

Fortunately, during the re¬ 
cent years, this industry re¬ 
ceived utmost attention. We 
express hope that with the in¬ 
auguration of this factory the 
tire needs will be met. 

Q: What is the annual rate of 
tire consumption in Iran? 

A: It stands at 250,000 tons, 
175,000 tons of which is pro¬ 
vided by domestic factories and 
the rest is imported from Japan, 
Germany, France, South Ko¬ 
rea, China, England, etc. 

Q: What obstacles or prob¬ 
lems did you face in estab¬ 
lishing the factory? 

A: It goes without saying 
fear the establishment of such a 
giant company may no be free 
of problems. We have over¬ 
come ail the problems now. Re¬ 
sponsible authorities of 
Ministry of Industries mani¬ 
fested such a good will that left 
no way for complaint. 

The only existing problem is 
the shortage of liquidity in rials 
to provide the revolving capital 
needed. At present bank bottle¬ 
necks are the most important 
obstacles in the way of all pro¬ 
duction factories. We wait for 
strong measures to remove this 
last problem. 

Q: What proposals do you 
have for the development of 
tire industry in Iran? 

A: In line with the promo¬ 
tion of domestic tire production 
and plummeting the rate of tire 
import, and also optimized us¬ 
age of tire and tube in Iran I'd 
like to offer the following: 

!- According to the studies 
conducted on the country's 
need for tires and tubes, erect¬ 
ing factories and developing 
projects to produce tire indus¬ 
try’s basic materials at home 
should receive utmost attention 
to be the most effective step 
toward eliminating this indus¬ 
try s dependence on foreign 
countries. 

2- Fulfillment of possible 
development and executive 
projects in principle should be 
used to produce tires and tubes 



and the basic material needed •; 
in the factory'. 

3- Establishment of rubber 
factories 

4- The existing gap resulting ' 
from lack of coordination in the 
imports. 

5- The wom-out machinery ' 
should be changed or substi- . 
tuted on time. 

6- Elimination of impeding ! 
administration rules and regu- . 
lations. in relation to procure- : 
ment of basic materials and ; 
machinery. 

7- Holding conferences and ! 
seminars to investigate the \ 
problems and obstacles in the , 
way of tire production in the l 

country. 

8- Training and procuring ; 
fee most skilled manpower for j 
tire manufacturing factories. 


9- Paying further attention to 
quality control systems in tire 
manufacturing companies. 

10- Promotion of public 
awareness of the standard con¬ 
ducts and compelling them to 
pursue fee conducts. 

11- Recycling or recovering 
the wom-out tire, along with 
training the consumers to use 
these tires 

12- To minimize the losses 
resulting from tire shortages 
the following steps should be 
taken: 

a- Repairing the roads and 
asphalts 

b- Pursuing speed limita¬ 
tions 

c- To prevent premature at- f 
trrtion of tires by: * 

- Timely usage of tires ac- jj 

cording to four seasons 6 

- Balance of wind and 5 

wheels, preventing tires from | 
direct exposure of sunlight, im- j, 
mediate stopping of the car in jj 
punctures, etc. \ 

Q: Mr. Ganji, would you [ 
mind outlining other factors 
who helped the materialization 
of this giant project?

terialize the project.

bowed to foreign powers and turned 
into agents of those powers. A few,

It is of course true that the Con¬ 
stitution of the Islamic Republic 
provides for political parties. Arti¬ 
cle 26 of the coastitution expressly 
provides the freedom to form, as¬ 
sociate, and take part in any party, 
society, or organization which acts 
in accordance with the fundamental 
law. Moreover, the formation of a 
religious group by any of the rec¬ 
ognized religions is free too. 

Now as we are in the construc¬ 
tion era of the revolution, the ques¬ 
tion that again comes to the fore is: 
Is there any possibility of the for¬ 
mation of political parties? An¬ 
swering this query, requires 
cautious attention and full consid¬ 
eration of different dimensioas of 
the present situation. 

The Islamic system has left be¬ 
hind the period of uncertainty and 

inarches ahead in an era of stability. 

In other words, it enjoys the pro¬ 
found support of the nation. Vari¬ 
ous organizations have been 
established to tackle the post-war 
problems.

The council agreed to call a 
strike but only for four hours be¬ 
tween 8 a.m. and midday. 

It was the first time Arafat has 
called such a protest strike since foe 
1993 Oslo peace accords which 


launched limited self-rule in the 
West Bank and Gaza Strip. 

The outburst came a day after 
Israel announced it would build 
1,800 new homes in an ultra-Or- 
thodox settlement in the West 

Bank, the first such expansion of 
the settlements since 1992. 

“Wfe cannot remain silent or pas¬ 
sive in the face of this Israeli insis¬ 
tence on implementing their 
(settlement) plan," Arafat said, 
calling on the gathered Palestinian 
leaders to make combatting settle¬ 
ment expansion “our top priority." 

Arafat broke off his speech to 
speak by telephone with Dennis 
Ross, tiie U.S. coordinator for the 
Middle East peace process who has 
been meeting in Puis with Netan¬ 
yahu’s top policy advisor, Dore - 
Gold. 

Back at tbe podium, Arafat said 
Ross had proposed that Gold and 
Mahmud Abbas, Arafat's deputy in 
the Palestinian Authority, meet 
Thursday to discuss the settlement 
crisis and other issues.

Glaucoma should be suspected 
in anyone who needs frequent 
changes in corrective lenses, has 
recurring headaches with pain 
above the eyes, visual disturbances 
such as spots or halos around 
lights, or has unusual difficulty ad¬ 
justing to darkness. 

Most people with glaucoma have 
foe common form, called open-an¬ 
gle glaucoma or simple glaucoma. 
They usually experience no symp¬ 
toms. A second form of glaucoma, 
called acute closed-angle glau¬ 
coma, is rare. It is caused by 
trauma, medication or disease. The 
eye becomes red and painful; nau¬ 
sea, vomiting and blurred vision 
may also occur. When these symp¬ 
toms are present, a doctor should 


be seen promptly. 

Open-angle glaucoma usually 
begins to develop after 40, as the 
normal flow of fluid from the front 
compartment of the eye gradually 
becomes blocked. Studies show 
that 30 percent to 50 percent of 
optic-nerve fibres can be lost before 
the affected individual notices any 
changes in their vision. Both eyes 
are usually affected. 

Although glaucoma cannot be 
cured, it can be controlled, so that 
damage does not progress. It is 
treated by lowering the pressure in 
foe eye to prevent further nerve 
damage and vision loss. Pressure- 
reducing medication can be deliv¬ 
ered in the form of eye drops or 
orally. Medication usually is suffi¬ 
cient, but if not, surgery may be 
needed to improve fluid drainage. 
Once glaucoma is diagnosed and 
treatment started, intraocular pres- ■ 
sure should be measured at least 
every six months. 

lo limit glaucoma damage, it 
must be discovered before the nerve 
is badly damaged. There is consen¬ 
sus among experts that everyone 
over 40 should be routinely tested 
for high intraocular pressure. Yet it 
is also generally agreed that tests 
are not precise enough to adequat- 
edly determine foe extent of any 
nerve damage. Most optometrists, 
ophthalmologists or even general 
practitioners usually conduct one 
or more of these tests: 

sk 

Tonometry: Measures in¬ 
traocular pressure by touch¬ 
ing an instrument to the front 
of the eyeball. It should be a 
part of every routine eye 
exam (and even every physi¬ 
cal exam) in adults. The nor¬ 
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mal range of intraocular 
pressure is 10 to 21 mmHG. 
Left untreated, a person with 
an early vision defect and 
intraocular pressure over 30 
mmHG will begin losing vi¬ 
sion in about three to five 
years. A person with in¬ 
traocular pressure of 23 to 
24 mmHG and a similar de¬ 
fect may take 15 years or 
more to begin losing vision. 

* Optic disc assessment: Ex¬ 
amines the optic nerve^for 
damage. 

* Visual field analysis: Exam¬ 
ines foe drainage angle. 

SWAP, which stands for Short 
Wavelength Automated Perimetry, 
is foe most promising of the new 
methods that have been developed 
for the detection of early glaucoma 
damage, according to Dr. Chris 
Johnson, a researcher at the Optics 
and Visual Assessment Laboratory 
at foe University of California at 
Davis. SWAP is better than existing 
tests at finding damage at an early 
stage.

Malaria Kills 
2,000 in 
Zimbabwe 

HARARE — A malaria epidemic 
killed 2,000 of the one million 
people afflicted by the parasitic 
disease in Zimbabwe this year, 
health officials said Monday. 

The statistics compare unfavor¬ 
ably with 321 deaths out of 340 
reported malaria cases in 1995. 

Ministry of Health officer, Sa¬ 
muel Tsoka said it was the “worst 
epidemic in living memory”. 

Epidemiologists even suggest 
the statistics of the mosquito- 
borne disease arc an under-estima¬ 
tion as some cases go unreported. 

A temporary shortage of ma¬ 
laria drugs at some clinics in the 
worst affected and high transmis¬ 
sion areas early in the year, is be¬ 
lieved to have contributed to the 
death toll. 

Other Southern African coun¬ 
tries like South Africa. Swaziland 
and Mozambique have also re¬ 
ported more cases of malaria this 
year. The increase is partly attrib¬ 
uted to heavy* rains which fell this 
year after a long period of 
drought

AL-AIN, United Arab Emirates — 
Mahmood Mohammad felt cool as 
he glided over the ice at a r ink in 
this oasis town, his traditional 
white robes ruffling in foe breeze 
as he skated to the beat of rap 
music. 

“It’s a nice change from foe at¬ 
mosphere outside,” where the tem¬ 
perature soared to 48 degrees 
Celsius (118 degrees Fahrenheit), 
Mahmood said, as he hung out with 
his brothers on a summer weekend 
in Al-Ain.

IBM is not far behind. At the end 
of September “big blue" is ex¬ 
pected to launch on the U.S. market 
a dark-colored computer with ele¬ 
gant lines, code-named “Stealth".

‘I would be running as far as my 
feet go, redoing all my reservations 
systems, order systems, customer 
databases, so that masses of people 
would be able-to reach them from 
foeir computer," Groves said. 

Groves also said that “strategic 
inflection points” — periods of 
dramatic change that hit an indus¬ 
try —also hit individuals and that 
people should prepare for that 
change. 

“There are lots of people who 
have spent decades boning a skill: 
Major change in foe world is creep¬ 
ing up on them, and they’re not 
taking advantage. 

“Your career is your business, 
and you have to ma n a ge it like a 
businessman,” Groves added.

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_^? the 5th Carpel Grand Fair is 
t^JMisplayiiig the Iranian car¬ 
pets and thousand pieces of art ly¬ 
ing in this delicate industry, wc 
found it expedient to listen to a 
prominent exporter of carpcL Haj 
Hamid Faqihi. who has bright ideas 
for improving the carpet exports. 
The following is the sum of his 
*' remarks: 

It is obvious dial none of our 
artistic centers can better manifest 
the genuine Iranian culture. The 
carpel-weaving skill is deep- 
rooted in our ancient country is 
mingled with the blood of every 
Iranian who has inherited the skill 
and thrives to improve it. This a 
collective popular skill which is 
diligently followed in the four cor¬ 
ners of the world although it 
serves as a profitable and harmless 
economic engagement. 

Employing various lasics and 
talents and blending it with their 
provincial culture, the country 's 
weavers present a diversified an. 
Had ail Iranian carpels survived 
up to now. it would have served as 
a living record of different 
branches of our art and culture. 

Our carpets with different cal¬ 
ligraphy. patterns, and paintings 
reveal different dynasties lint this 
nation has known. 

They picture historical war ep¬ 
ics. hunting scenes, mysticism, 
philosophy, and rich Islamic cul¬ 
ture. it is not anything but futile 
effort to study Iranian arts without 
studying Iran’s carpet history. 

Our devoted artists try to por¬ 



tray the Iranian rich culture in the 
form of million small and big 
knots and several lively colors and 
patterns. 

During the last two centuries, 
in addition to achieving perfec¬ 
tion. carpel-weaving has been a 
sustainable income source not 
comparable to other products such 
as oil. Millions of our thriving 
people particularly in rural areas 
have erected looms in their houses 

and arc engaged in this healthy 
business to make a living and not 
to be employed in unproductive, 
degrading, and harmful occupa¬ 
tions. 

Reviewing briefly the statisti¬ 
cal resources, wc will find out that 
a great mass of rural population 
and Lhosc who live in suburbs, arc 
engaged in this beneficial trade 
which fetches considerable for¬ 
eign exchange for the country. But 
unfortunately. Iranian carpets 
which once adorned the most mag¬ 
nificent buildings, galleries, and 
museums and served as an invalu¬ 
able gifi in international diplo¬ 
macy. has shrunk and degraded in 
the global market. Consequently, 
some nations such as India. Paki- 
staa Turkey, and China have prof¬ 
ited greatly from this void and arc 
copying Iranian designs, dye. and 
experience and supported by the 
government's subsidies and sys¬ 
tematic marketing invade interna¬ 
tional markets in order to sell 
low-qualily carpels which carry 
brand names of Kashan. Tabriz. 
and Qom whereas our famous and 



dedicated carpet exporters sulk 
and wait fora day that these bog¬ 
ging obstacles arc removed from 
the way of exporting our carpels. 

To be frank, wc should revive 
and revilalize this traditional and 
lustorical culture. Let us think of 
millions of carpct-wcavcrs who 
may despair and Hock into large 
cities to become sellers of ciga¬ 
rettes. peddlers, middlemen or 
perform hundreds of abject and 
petty jobs to cam a money and live 
in suburban dilapidated shacks. 

Tlic Iranian carpet has the ca¬ 
pacity and should ascend its for¬ 
mer dignified status in the global 
market. It sliould recover its real 
value and present the genuine Ira- 
Aacrsss: G'O-r.j r'zor, ta:? 


niiiu an and culture nil over tlic 


world. 

According lo Faqihi. the carpet 
manufacturers and merchants 
complain that some countries such 
as Brazil. Cuba, attd Ireland own 
ministries of sugar and coffee to 
represent and encourage their na¬ 
tive bulk products whereas the 
carpet industry has no single 
guardian to report the harms in¬ 
flicted on our carpets to the Coun¬ 
cil of Ministers. 

Has it not repeatedly warned 
that oil reserves arc going to dry 
up in the coming years and the 
country should rely on non-oil in¬ 
come to flourish? Then, why is no 
serious and comprehensive plan 
laid down for the carpet industry 
“ !. i. fxrjsyyam A*s. 
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which forms a major exportable 
item in the country’s ecooomy? 
Why should be our carpet industry 
engaging between 6 to 8 million 
people in the country hung with¬ 
out a minister in the cabinet? How 
long should we address our com¬ 
plaints in fruitless meetings and 
letters by means of media to top 
executives?,” complains Faqihi. 

He said that the Iranian carpet 
has never faced so depressing and 
stagnant situation while it tops 
other nations from viewpoint of 
quality and workmanship. 

When asked, “What should be 
done to remedy the situation?,” 
Faqihi replied, “We should re¬ 
move all these obstacles in the 
way of carpet exports in order to 
revive the previous dignity of our 
carpel industry by means of taking 
the following measures: 

1} The carpet industry should 
be centralized into a ministry with 
a well informed and devoted min¬ 
ister to defend its rights in the 
cabinet and like the other iralus- 
. tries' branches enjoy uniform 
policies in production and exports. 

2) The hindering and prociasti- 
naiing regulations should be de¬ 
leted and a uniform policy should 
be adopicd for the industry. For 
instance, each passenger ispermit- 
icd to cany 3 square meters of rug- 
to foreign countries. 

The passengers who have no 
information about carpet, sell 
iltcm at whatever price is offered 
and unknowingly they devaluate 


the industry. It has alarmed our 
merchants and damaged tlic prices 
of the carpels. Isn’t a merchant -- 
the exporter of thousand pieces of 
carpets - better lit than an inexpe¬ 
rienced passenger? 

3) The other essential obstacle 
is the deposits obtained for export¬ 
ing the carpets. For example, if a 
merchant exports $ 1000.000 
worth of carpel, he must deposit 
Rls.3000.000 with the bank to en¬ 
sure the return of foreign currency 
earned and pay the difference. 
This is the most serious impedi¬ 
ment discouraging the merchants. 

4) The haphazard and scattered 
system ofadvertisement is another I 
setback. They should be regulated j 

jnio a single system and ministry. 
The Construction Jihad Ministry 
through an organized and system- = 
atic campaign created a good mar- 
ket in New Zealand last year 

which was unprecedented in other 
countries. 

The government might pay for 
pan of the campaign and mer¬ 
chants will pay the remaining cost 
of training, seminars, printing 
posters and brochures, etc. under a 
carpet ministry. 

Faqihi said-the ongoing Inter¬ 
national CaipetFairin Tehran was 

a favorable ground for all parties 
engaged in the carpet industry to 
relay their grievances to the cabi¬ 
net hr the hope of making an ap- 
propriate decision as soon 7r as 
possible.

After several 
years of trying to be good, of 
following traditional advice to cut 
fat, eat healthfully and exercise, 
frustrated people who haven't lost 
weight have had it. New, strict diets 
are gaining fans, and weight-loss 
crazes of yesteryear — those 
high-protein diets and the cabbage 
soup regimen — are fashionable 
again. 

Dieters are doing things that 
make nutritionists cringe in fear for 
the public health: eating big 
portions of meat at every meal, 
passing up breads, pasta and rice, 
die darlings of dietitians.

Yes and no. Your weight clas¬ 
sification does depend on your 
height as well as weight (build is 
a factor in it too). Divide your 
weight in kilos by your height in 
meters squared to get your "body 
mass index* (BMI). Someone 
who’s 15 stone (95 kilos) and six 
feet (1.8 meters) tall has a BMI of 
29.3—bordering on the obese. At 
tbe same weight, you would have 
to be six foot three (1.95 meters) 
and broad to be just within the 
"correct" weight category. BMI 
classifications are as follows: Be¬ 
tween 20 and 25 and you are "cor¬ 
rect" weight; 25-30 "overweight"; 
anything over 30 is "obese".

True. People who have pot bel¬ 
lies but thin limbs are more at risk 
from coronary heart disease than 
those who have fat more evenly 
distributed around their bodies.

The earliest true pyramid is 
the "northern stone pyramid” at 
if^ahsbtir, a few miles south of 
Sakkara. This is thought to have 
been built by King Snefru, the 
first king of the 4th Dynasty (c. 

. 2600 B.C.). Several 3rd-Dy- 
, nasty kings, of whom the' best 
known is King Zoser, covered 
, their tombs with structures often 
^ called “step pyramids.” Prob¬ 
ably the last of these, at Medum, 
was finished by King Snefru as 
true pyramid. Snefru also built 
a third tomb of modified py¬ 
ramidal shape, the "bent” pyra¬ 
mid at Dahshur. This differs 
from a true pyramid in that the 
sides slope upward very steeply 
for about half the vertical height 

■ and more gradually thereafter.

From the 4th until the 17th 
Dynasty, the pyramid was the 
favored form of royal tomb and 
the remains of some 80 exist on 
the west bank of the Nile m 
Lower and Middle Egypt From 
the New Kingdom (1573-1085 
B.C.) on. kings built generally 
less conspicuous tombs, al¬ 
though the Nubians who ruled 
Egypt in the 7lh and 8 th centu¬ 
ries B.C. erected small pyramids 
with steeply sloping sides in 
their cemeteries in the Sudan. 
During the New Kingdom the 
nobles at Thebes built small 
brick pyramids on top of their 
rock-cut tombs. 

The methods used in con¬ 
structing the pyramids arc still a 
matter of dispute. However, it is 
agreed that the stone was quar¬ 
ried and dressed with stone and 
hardened-copper tools, and- 
raised into position without pul¬ 
leys through the use of earth em¬ 
bankments or ramps, sledges, 
and levees. The surface of the 


stones was dressed after laying. 
Labor was conscripted, and the 
men were paid in clothing, food, 
drink, and oil (to prevent their 
skin from cracking painfully in 
the diy Egyptian air.) 

The best-known Egyptian 
pyramids arc the three at Giza. 
These were built in the 4th Dy¬ 
nasty by King Khufii (Cheops) 
and his sons KhaTrc (Chcphren) 
and Menkaurc (Mycerinus). The 
Great Pyramid of Khufu is the 
largest: its base is about 756 ft. 
on a side and covers 13.1 acres. 
When complete the pyramid 
was 481.4 ft. tall. Individual 
blocks weigh as much as 15 
tons, yet the preserved facing 
blocks are finished so accurately 
that the cracks between them ate 
nowhere wider than 1/50 in.
